The Present Troubles In That Country.Bai

ilun' Schemes,

On Tuesday morning it was announce*

that President Ruflno Barrios, of Goats
mala, was about to compel the states_c
San Salvador,.Honduras, Nicaragua am

Costa Rica to submit to the establishmen
of a single Central American state built oi

the ruins of their autonomy. Yesterda;
morning the news was that San Salvadoi
Nicaragua and Costa Rica are preparing
and resolved to resist Barrios with the ful
military strength ot which they are poa
sessed. In the afternoon it was reporter
that Honduras is willing to submit to Bar
rios's usurpation, but that tho people o
San Salvador having risen en incuse, tin
Guatemala troops have paused in the!
southward march, and Barrios has modi
fied his proclamation by demanding tha
commissioners be sent to treat with hla
regarding his pretonsions to general con
trol of the five republics.
Meanwhile, San Salvador, In its distress

has appealed to Mexico for aid, ant
President Diaz has responded by threat
ening Barrios with instant war if he at
tempts to subjugate his feebler neighbors
How much this tempest in a teapot mayamount to remains to be aeon; but, ad
inittingthat the sanguinary Barrios is ii
earnest in his tlireats, and, in spite o
Mexican tlireats, tries to execute hie
plans, it will be of interest to consider the
military and commercial importance oi
the countries affected.
The united area of Guatemala, Hon

duras. San Salvador, Nicaragua ana Costs
ltica is 100,000 square miles, or about thai
of New England, Now York and Pennsylvania.Of tliis Guatemala, the offensive
clement in the promised war, contain!
40,000 square miles, whilo San Salvador,
Which now bristles with patriotism, hat
only 7,000, or lees than Massachusetts, it
population the Ave republics have, all
told, perhaps two and a half millions; hul
out ol this number much Ices than 100,
000 are whites, the rest being native ra
ceo, negroes and half-bloods. Guatemala
of which liarrios has now been presidenl
since May, 1873, is credited with a standingarmy of 2,180 men. This unimposint
legion is, however, saiit to be capable ol
le-enforcement by luilitia to the numbei
of 311,000. The other States possess ariniei
of the most imillnificaut strength, as, lot
example, San Salvndor, with 1,400 regulan
and 18,500 militia, and Nicaragua, with
703 regulars and 0,000 militia.
The credifof the five republics is decidedlybail Most of them spend more

mosey each year than they can raise in
taxes, and their debts are large. For example,Honduras, according to some authorities,had in 1883, a debt of overtwenty-livemillion dollars and was charged
with having exceeded regular receipts by
expenses for a number of years. In 1863,
Costa Rica had it total foreign debt of elevenmillion dollars, and was owing seven
millions iu unpaid interest. (Guatemala
itself, which now proposes to enter upon
a spirited foreign policy, was, in 1883; burdenedwith a foreign debt of several millions,a large floating debt, and over a milliondollars of unpaid interest.
Our commercial interests in Central

America are considerable. In 1884 we importedfrom them indigo, valued at $116,807,coffee valued at $3,288,000, drugs,
chemicals, etc., valued at $41,000, cocoanutsworth $21,000, hides worth $550,000,
and india rubber worth $1,378,000. The
total value of imports from the five States
for 1884 was sixty millions. The total
value of goods and bullion exported by
the United States to the same States in
11884 was less than three and a half millions.

If Barrios carries out his plans and
provokes Mexico to hostilities, it may bo
that Central America and the larger republicwill end by being united by ties
which may ultimately lead to complete
federation. To us, the principal thought
suggested by this' contest is that if the
Nicaraguan canal treaty were now in
force we might bo compelled to take militaryprecautions against Barrios and his
projects.
AN ALMOND-EYED MAIDEN.'

Tha Toilet of a ,Tupau«ite Girl Deiorlbod bj
nu Eje-wltuou,

St. Xlchalai.
When a-Japanese girl gets tip In tlic

morning she washes her lace, butdocs not
have to dress her hair. That is attended
to but once a week. The hair dresser
comes to the liopse and arranges her Jet[
black locks in the fashion for little girls ol
her ago. So she has no trouble about her
hair, and after her bath the servant assists
her to powdor her neok with a small
wliito brush. She puts a little red paint
on her lower lip and a little gilding in the
middle. When she removes her sleepingdressshe has on only a short skirt, which
in simply a square piece of cloth, crape or

silk, tfed around tbo waist. No other underclothingis worn.
In making her toilet for the day she flrsl

puts on a garment made usually of some
coarse material, not very long, and reach-
lug inly to tlio waist, butwith lung sleeves.
Oa tlio neck of this garment is sewed a
deep fold if scailet or some bright colored
crape or silk. A long, straight skirt ol
blue or red crape, silk or wool la tied around
the waist, ana over all threo of these garmentsIs worn the kimono, or dross. Thli
